F a m ilie s In W ant In th e M ining 
T ow n. 
Braidwood, 111., June 28.—Of all the 
mining towns in northern Illinois where 
destitution prevails Braidwood probably 
furnishes the largest number of extreme 
cases. 
There was a distribution of pro­ 
visions by tho relief committee to-day, and 
it was painful to see tho crowd of women 
and children waiting patiently for the 
doling out of a few pounds of floor or a 
scrap of meat. 
It is necessary to say at 
the outset, however, that the tales of 
starvation and death which have been 
sont out from this place to sensational 
newspapers 
have had 
no foundation 
in fact 
The amount of actual destitution 
among the miners families has been grossly 
overstated. 
Thoro are desperate cases 
whore roal starvation might have occurred 
but for prompt relief measures. 
It is also 
truo 
that more 
and abundant 
relief 
measures will bo necessary, especially if 
the present strike continues much longer. 
Thoro were about fourteen 
hundred 
minors on tho pay roll? of tho Chicago, 
Wilmington & Vermillion coal company, 
which operates the 
Braidwood mines. 
Probably 1,000 of these were married mon 
with families. 
Since tho strike began 
several hundred of these families have 
reached tho end of their resources, but tho 
majority oro by no moans totally destitute. 
Most of tho extreme cases of destitution 
arc in tho families of improvident and 
shiftless foreigners, who were a burdon on 
their fellow miners even in prosperous 
times. 
Tho people of Joliot and other neighbor­ 
ing cities became aroused and took tho re­ 
lief question into thoir own hands. 
Joliet 
began to send flour and other provisions 
and appointed a committee of Braidwood 
merchants to distribute them.

Ab Urgent A ppeal for B elief fu n d i to 
Be Forwarded at Once. 
J ohnstown, P a , June 28.—Five bodies 
were found to-day. 
Two of them were 
identified. 
Every effort is being made to 
get the bulk of the m ilitary away from 
here by Saturday. 
Many of the more con­ 
servative citizens are fearful that an aban­ 
donment of the m ilitary restraints will 
encourage lawlessness, as there are cer­ 
tainly many questionable characters now 
here waiting an opportunity to pillage and 
steal. 
The civil authorities are fearful 
th at they are not sufficiently strong to 
assume control under tho circumstances. 
The Johnstown finance committee has 
Issued an address calling upon all relief 
committees throughout the country th at 
have funds to send them at once. The com­ 
mittee says that the money is urgently 
needed, and that all the funds in the com­ 
mittee’s hands have been exhausted. 
Tho 
address concludes: 
“ The merchants are 
working hard to get their stores running 
so as to supply the needs of tho people. 
Tho people, however, have no money to 
purchase their supplies, and will not have 
until the shops aud mills are again started. 
Hence, ready money is wanted to distrib­ 
ute to the iKiople. 
We urge you to send 
your fund here for local distribution, and 
to send with it some trustw orthy repre­ 
sentative whom wo will add to our com­ 
mittee, giving him full power to speak for 
the fund you contribute. 
We urge to send 
some one prepared to stay with us for at 
least sixty days; if not a volunteer, then 
some ono whom you can employ and pay 
for his services. 
We may add th at our 
plan has been submitted to a meeting of 
the citizens, and has met with their un­ 
qualified and unanimous approval.” 
At a meeting of the Hood relief commit­ 
tee the following was issued: 
4‘That tho donors of the funds in tho 
hands of the flood relief commission may 
know how their generous gifts are to l»o 
disposed of, and that the expectant recip­ 
ients of tho same may not form erroneous 
views of niul Lister improper expectations 
for tho time, it is now officially declared 
and announced that the following princi­ 
ples shall govern the distribution of relief: 
“ I. The said fund is in the nature of a 
charity to tho needy and not a general in­ 
demnity for losses sustained. 
“2. A distribution per capita would bo 
m anifestly unjust as it would go alike to 
tho rich and ]>oor and alike to all sufferers, 
no m atter what their noeds or oxtent of 
their suffering. 
‘*3. a distribution of percentage on the 
am ount of losses would lie m anifestly un­ 
ju st as it would result In giving the largest 
sum to the person 
having lost the most 
w ithout regard to the value of tile rem ain­ 
ing estate of such |»erson. 
“4. This fund can not bo used for the 
benefit of any private or public corpora­ 
tion. 
“ 5. The fund must go only to tho must 
noqdy sufferers from the Hoods, in uccodauce 
with and in tho spirit of the trust im ­ 
posed upon it by tho donors. 
“ A t the unanimous request of tho com­ 
mission Hugh H. Cumming was requested 
to proceed to Johnstown and remain there 
as th^ fesident representative and execu­ 
tive officer of this commission in the 
Conemaugh valley. 
“ J ames A. Beaver, Chairm an.”

Glen Wray 
Mr. Bright was of a good Quaker fam­ 
ily Bud i‘ally in life imbibed strong liber­ 
al principles. Ile received a good com­ 
mon school education and in 1813 was 
elected to the house of commons, lie 
immediately 
threw himself into the 
struggled? the repeal of the corn laws, 
and his eloqueo3e, combined with the 
powerful arguments of Richard Cobden, 
soon began to make an impression upon 
tbe minds cf thinning Englishmen, aud 
as aresnlt tbe corn law was repealed. 
His connection with this agitation raised 
tbe fame of Mr. Bright to the highest 
pinnacle. Thero is an episode in bis 
long and honorable career which will re­ 
flect greater credit upon his name, 
lie 
was a reformer. Always the friend of 
the Irish, he favored the disestablish­ 
ment of Iris* Ii cDurch aud removal of all 
causes of offense to Ireland. Ile was op * 
posed to war, and when the Crimean 
war broke out he stood alone against the 
whole government and was not dis­ 
mayed at the opposition to bim, although 
ho was called "traitor" and was even 
horned in effigy. 
His speeches deliv­ 
ered against this war are his Ii rn st, and 
are models cf eloquence. His oratory 
was simple, pure, direct, earnest, strong, 
clear alike in construction and diction.

calm, dignified and measured.

Bright 
was 
brought 
uearer 
to 
every American by bis sturdy aud un­ 
flinching advocacy of the north during 
tbe civil war. 
In bis stand during this 
war he opposed many of his friends as 
well as his own interests. 
He was a 
heavy looser by the success of the N< rib. 
the very ones he was advocating. 
Hie 
actions were never guided for a single 
moment by any personal or party sel­ 
fishness; he was inspncl by nothing but 
the purest patriotism and benevolence. 
To John Bright more than cither Disraeli 
or Gladstone, was really doe the credit 
of extending the franchise. 
All the 
abuses against which ho raised bis voice 
ho succeeded 
ultimately in clearing 
away. Bocces* hi variably attended his 
efforts because ho was always in tbe 
right aud championed only what was 
good and true.
